He 
has stated that he would not give 
a “thraneen” for a united Ire- 
land that should not be Gaelic- 
speaking, and his ideology in this 
respect has been unaffected by 
such trifles as, for example, the 
incidence of a world war. He 
still is determined to do every- 
thing in his power to make this 
country an Irish-speaking State. 
Evidently, he. is entirely unde- 
terred by the fact that after 
twenty-two years of concentrated 
effort, and a vast expenditure of 
public funds, the people, taken by 
and large, are continuing to cling 
obstinately to English. He ignores 
the fact that, as one of the results 
of the Government's Gaelic 
policy, standards of general 
education have fallen abysmally 
since the establishment of the 
Irish Free State. Bewildered 
children leave school nowadays, 
their minds befogged in a mist 
of . chaotic bi-lingualism. The 
Government’s attempt to get rid 
of English as the people’s com- 
mon speech is as futile as Mrs. 
Partington’s attempt to stem the 
rising tide with a sweeping-brush; 
but Mr. de Valera believes in the 
revival of Irish, and his beliefs 
are the nation’s laws. The second 
part of Fianna Fail’s programme 
is the abolition of the border. 
How the Taoiseach proposes to 
accomplish this miracle he does 
not say. Hoc volo, sic jubeo. The 
| Taoiseach desires a united Ire- 
land; therefore, a united Ireland 
there must be. The third plank 
in the Government’s platform is 
economic. Ireland never must go 
back to the old, careless days 
of laissez - faire. Everything 
possible must be done to increase 
the country’s self-sufficiency, in 
respect both of agriculture and of 
industry. Ireland was Britain’s 
cabbage-patch for far too long. 
Since Fianna Fail came into 
power there has been a salutary 
change. The Taoiseach did not 
mention the classic case of the 
slaughter of calves, or the attitude 
of his Minister for Agriculture 
regarding exports. He gave his 
audience to understand that steps 
were being taken to ensure Eire’s 
agricultural and industrial pros- 
perity in the post-war years. The 
Government, he asserted, had a 
plan! 

In a letter which we print to- 
day, Senator Sir John Keane calls 
for the publication of this. plan. 
He draws attention to the 
analagous case of Great- Britain, 
where schemes for post-war de- 
velopment have been adumbrated 
in a series of White Papers. In 
this way the general public has 
been enabled not only to inform 
itself on matters vital to the 
nation’s future interests, but also 
to offer constructive criticism of 
the schemes which His. Majesty’s 
Government has in mind, What 
are the Irish Government’s plans? 
As matters stand at present, if one 
is to judge by Mr. de Valera’s 
pronouncements at Ennis, the 
Government is dcting and think- 
ing as if the Irish people were 
aborigines on some remote island 
in the South Seas. The Taoiseach 
is a remarkable man. Apparently 
he is able to wish himself into a 
frame of mind in which the war 
appears only as a rather tiresome 
incident, completely outside his 
mental ken. He seems to believe 
that the people of this country 
will be satisfied to live in the 
wholly abnormal conditions of 
the last five years for an in- 
definite period of time; that they 
will stand after the war a solid 
rock in a swirling sea of European 
chaos; that they will be able to be 
neutral in peace as they have been 
neutral in war. Has the Taoiseach 
any conception of the condition 
of affairs that is likely to arise 
after the last shot shall have been 
fired in the world struggle? Does 
he seriously think that Ireland will 
be able to stand unaided on her 
own legs? . Have he and his 
colleagues made any provision 
for the future relations between 
Fire and the other nations of the 
English-speaking world; because, 
with all due respect to the 
Taoiseach, Ireland does happen 
to be an _ English-speaking 
country. At the moment Ireland 
is in a favourable position. In 
spite of the spoliation of which 
Mr. de Valera speaks, our people 
have managed to build up a com- 
paratively huge credit balance in 
London, running into between 
£200,000,000. and- £300,000,000. 
After the war, Eire will be one 
of the very few creditor countries 
—a fact. which is due entirely to 
those exports which Dr” Ryan 
professes, somewhat inelegantly, 
to despise. We are convinced 
that .the nation’s credit can be 
enhanced during the post-war 
period—but not unless steps are

Sir,—Our M.O.H. has stressed the 
necessity for protection of our f 
from contamination by flies. 

In the warm season the current 
system of a single mid-weekly col- 
lection of household refuse definitely 
encourages large-scale breeding of 
these pests around and about the 
kitchen garbage cans and, unfor- 
tunately, the common chemical pre- 
parations so extensively used for 
their destruction are “not presently 
available, It is possible to dispose of 
some refuse by burning it in a stove, 
always provided one has fuel to 
spare, or as an alternative one may 
bury it deeply in the garden, pre- 
ferably under the sweet pea. 
Might I suggest to the Corpora- 
tion that even a twice-weekly collec- 
tion of household refuse until, say, 
mid-October would greatly assist in 
checking this danger to public

Glasgow, 
during the last few years, has made 
a welcome break {from municipal 
tradition in appointing young men 
to its most prominent posts.
